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Dogsled derby 
postponed 
to Feb. 6

The weather outside may be frightful, but there has 
not yet been sufficient snow for good dogsledding 
and skijoring, says Didsbury Dogsled Derby organizer 
Dena Wannamaker. 

The first annual derby was formally postponed 
from Jan. 16 and 17 to Feb. 6 and 7. An alternate date 
of March 12 and 13 has also been set aside in case 
suitable snow for a racetrack is slow to arrive, said 
Wanmunaker on Jan 7. 

The dogsled track at the Didsbury Agricultural 
Grounds does not yet have a solid base, she said. 
“The snow we have is fluffy, won't stay in the wind 
and the stubble is still poking up through the snow,” 
she said. 

“It's frustrating.” 

Skijoring - a race in which one or two dogs pull a 
skier instead of a sled - is risky because without a 
good base on the track, skiers catch their edges and 
can have nasty tumbles, said Wannamaker. 

Wannamaker said that avid dogsledders are out on 
the track although it is not competition-ready and the 
agriculture grounds will be a superb venue for the 
event that is expected to attract dogsledders and fans 
from across Alberta. 

The dogsled derby will have three categories of 
dogsled races - a four-dog team on a four-mile 
course, six dogs on a six-mile course and eight dogs 
on a six-mile course. 

There will be two skijoring events: one or two dogs 
towing skiers over a two-mile distance and two dogs 
over four miles. And there will be a junior skijoring 
competition with one or two dogs on the two-mile

Traffic enforcement will 
protect school kids

RUMP and Didsbury peace officers will crack 
down on motorists disobeying traffic laws and 
putting elementary and middle school students at 
risk on 23rd Street. 

We won’t be lenient with transgressors,” RCMP 
Sgt. Kimberly Pasloske said at a media briefing 
Dec. 7. 

Vehicle drivers who do not comply with school 
crossing guards will also face charges, said Pasloske. 

The enforcement comes after reckless drivers 
endangered students at Ross Ford and Westglen 
schools as they crossed 23rd Street, and some 
drivers disregarded the directions of volunteer 
traffic guards who protect both bus students 
embarking and disembarking at the school and 


pedestrian students crossing 23rd Street. 

Pasloske said there have been incidents in which 
drivers have driven around crossing guards standing 
in crosswalks to stop traffic and allow students to 
cross the street safely. 

Speeding in a school zone, failing to yield to a 
pedestrian in a crosswalk and failing to stop for 
the stop sign are also being commonly witnessed, 
she said. 

Pasloske warned that high fines are assessed 
upon conviction, plus many of the traffic offences 
being reported are penalized with operator's licence 
demerit points as well as fines. 

The fine for failing to yield at a crosswalk is $766, 
passing a vehicle stopped at a crosswalk is also 
$766 and failing to stop at a stop sign carries a $388 
fine. 

Failure to obey a crossing guard carries a $155 


fine. 

The fines for speeding in a school zone are “hefty 
and come with demerit points," she said. Fines 
escalate with the speed travelled. 

There are fines for the parking offences that 
endanger the students including a $78 fine for 
parking where it is prohibited and $60 for parking 
within five metres of a crosswalk. 

Town of Didshury administration is evaluating a 
request to council from Westglen principal Carolyn 
Massel for the installation of new pedestrian 
crossing signals on 23rd Street. Estimates for the 
cost of the new signals are as high as $100,000. 

“1 am glad to know that the RCMP and Didsbury 
bylaw enforcement are acting on this," said Coun. 
Sheila Schulz. 

“Council is behind improvements in student 
safety on 23rd Street,” she said.

2015 construction 
keeps pace with 2014

Development in 2015, including 
the fire hall project, as measured by 
construction value, kept pace with 
activity in 2014 in spite of the slowing 
economy. 

Figures released by the Town of 
Didsbury Jan. 5showthat $4.8million in 
residential construction value from 23 
new dwelling permits led construction- 
sector activity of $5,998,150 - $1,850 
short of $6 million. 

At first glance, this compared 
unfavourably to total construction 
value in 2014 of $8,055,375 when 30 
dwellings with a total vale of $5.2 
million and $2.2 million in commercial 
and industrial construction were given 
permits. 

However the 2015 number does 


not include the fire hall project, said 
the town’s development manager 
Christofer Atchison. 

The $4-million capital expenditure 
will be split between 2015 and 201(1 and 
the 2015 amount is not yet available, 
however several expert sources say 
enough expenditure took place last 
year to push total construction value in 
Didsbury from $0 million to $8 million. 

In 2015 the town issued 17 
commercial development permits, six 
industrial, three institutional and 48 
residential development permits, and 
cancelled one permit for an annual 
total of 75 permits, compared to 91 in 
the previous year. 

In addition to $4.86 million in 
residential construction, there was 
$762,500 in commercial and industrial 
building, $20,000 in institutional and 
$351,650 in other development.

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Bonspiel drives cold winter away

Every curler has a 
story about their life and 
curling - of lasting bonds 
of friendships, of falling in 
love at the start of a good 
marriage, of mothers and 
fathers teaching daughters 
and sons, of community 
foundations as solid as the 
42 pounds of granite in a 
curling stone 

For 22 years the Didsbury 
Farm and Ranch Bonspiel 
has gathered a book of those 
stories for a week in mid¬ 
winter after the stubble 
from the fall crop is snow- 
shrouded and before calving 
starts. 

“Curling is way more 
than a sport," said bonspiel 
treasurer Joanne Braun. “It’s 
companionship, sociability, 
friends and friendships."

This year a full roster 
of 40 rinks from Innisfail 
to Carstairs and Didsbury 
to Cremona -160 fanners 
and ranchers teamed with 
business people - paid a 
$20 per person entry fee to 
compete for six days from 
Jan. 4 to 9 at the Didsbury 
Curling Club. 

A total of 216 sponsors 
kicked in approximately 
$23,000 in cash and services 
this year, said Braun. 

You don't need any 
experience as a curler to 
play in this bonspiel - in 
2015, novices won the skills 
competition. 

Age is no barrier. 
Octogenarians compete 
side by side with young men 
who still don't need to shave 
every day. 

For the week of the 
bonspiel the best lunch in 
town is at the curling rink. 

Gathered at tables in the 
curling club's lounge, is 
a who's who of Mountain 
View County's community 
and commercial life. Mayor 
Rick Mousseau, his son and 
grandson attended the finals 
on Saturday. 

Business leaders from 
Didsbury, Olds, Cremona, 
Carstairs, Sundre and 
Innisfail were spotted along 
with elected officials from 
the towns ;uid county. 

First among the volunteers 
this year was Joan Hannah 
whose husband Ray was 
the founder of the Farm and 
Ranch Bonspiel. Ray is now 
a resident of the Bethany 
Care Centre. Joan took a 
week off from caregiving, 
locked her dogs in the barn 
at her farm during the days 
and worked non-stop at the 
curling rink.

legacy, 1 ' Joan said. "The dogs 
will hate me when this is 
all over, but this is more 
important." 

“You have to volunteer 
for something in a small 
community," said Braun. “It 
might its well be for your 
passion." 

Braun said the committee 
is a three-month commitment 
from October to January.

As well as acting as the 
draw master, Delbert 
skipped a rink with his wife 
Diane, Shane Coates and 
businessman Brian Wittal, 
Didsbury’s former mayor 
and principal of Pro Com 
Marketing, a consulting firm. 

Diane is also a bonspiel 
volunteer. “This is 
community building," she 
said. 

The final banquet on Jan. 
9 drew 220 to honour the 
winning rinks.
